CHICAGO, 
NOV. 9.—^The sensation in 
connection with'the Hl-absoibing Oro 
nin case was the finding yesterday of the 
Borgioal case and clothes of the mur* 
dered physician and the forging of 
another link in the chain of circum- 
stantial evidence that. clanks ominously 
round the conspirators. 
For some time 
complaints have been made to the sewer 
department of the Lake View station 
that the sewer at the intersection of 
Evanston and Buena avenues was flush 
and running over. 


Yesterday two or three sewerE-cleaners 
were detajled to investigate the cause of 
the trouble. 
The cover was removed 
from the man-hole and after an investi- 
gation as to the causé, two valises were 
unearthed, one a leather one and the 
other the remnant« of a paper one. In 
the leather valise was fou nd Dr. Qro- 
nin's prescription book, with several 
prescriptions bearing his signature. 


In the other valise were found the 
doctor's case of surgical instruments 
and a prescriptiou book which bore the 
doctor's name, and they as well as every 
article of outward clothing were recog- 
nized by the Oonklins and a dozen 
other friends as the property of the 
murdered physician. 


The most damning of all circum- 
stances for th0 prisoner is the fact that 
all this was found only one block from 
the spot where the bloody trunk was 
discovered. 


The discovery of the clothing and in- 
struments rather knoclis the theories 
clustering around the heavy tin boxi 
which Burke took to Tin-Smith Klaher 
and which was to be soldered together. 
It is possible that the clothes came back 
from Winnipeg and were put in the 
manhole to give the lie to the legiti- 
mate inferences following Burke's tin 
box, but this is hardly probable. 
What 
did Burke have in the box ? 


If the secrets of the manhole had been 
revealed after May 4th and before the 
body wa« found, the evidence would 
have been of the greatest value. At 
present the clothing is not needed as 
evidence. 


Whatever effect this latest develop- 
ment in the Cronin case may have, it 
will certainly prove beyond all doubt 
that Dr. Cronin fell beneath the blows 
of brutal and cowardly assassins. 


When the Cronin case was called this 
morning Judge McConneU's court room 
resembled the dress circle of a theatre. 
More than half the audience were wo- 
men and closest attention was paid to 
the proceedings. 
Gerhard Wardell, a 
gardener at 1929 North Ashland avenue 
was the first witness called. 
In reply to 
Mr. Mills' question, Wardell testified 
that on Saturday, May 4, he left his 
home about 7 o'clock in the evening and 
he saw two men enter the Cronin cot- 
tage. 
One was a large man, about five 
feet, eleven inches; the other was about 
five feet, seven inches high. 
Witness 
saw them plainly when they entered the 
cottagc and saw a light inside, through 
one of the shutters. 


Next day witness and his wife passed 
the cottage on the way to mass, and 
witness saw blood'on the steps and on 
the plank walk over the ditch in front 
of the house. 
The cross-examination 
by the defense was brief and nothing 
new was brought. 


Alexander Sullivan was released from 
bailm Judge Baker's court this morning. 
Assistant States Attorney Elliott, made 
no opposition to the motion and the 
court released Mr. Sullivan's bondsmen 
from further responsibility in the matter.

BULLDOZING METHODS! 


The Repablican Plan to Steal the 
Two United States Senators 
in Montana. 


HELENA, Mont., Nov. 9.—J. H . Toole 
took the oath of office as governor of 
Montana yesterday in the presence of 
about one hundr^ citizens. It was the 
original intention to make the event a 
notable one, but trouble over the legis- 
lature had overshadowed all other con- 
siderations and there was no particular 
demonstration. 
As, according to the 
decision of the court, the democrats 
have a majority of the legislature, they 
will assert their rights in the premises. 


The republican plan now is given by 
a prominent republican. 
He said when 
the legislature convenes it will be called 
together by the state auditor. 
He is a 
republican. 
He will call the roll of the 
members and in doing so he will recog- 
nize a sufficient number of republicans 
to secure organization. 
This point once 
gained there will be a slim chance for 
the democrats. If the latter organizes 
partly and elect two senators the United 
States senate, being republican, will ad- 
mit the candidates of their faith. 


Governor Toole has given no intima- 
tion when he will call the legislature, 
though he will do so in a few days.

"Jim." He stated that he was a gov- 
ernment detective, with headquarters at 
Indianapolis, and that he had come for 
the purpose of looking up some coun- 
terfeit money that had been passed. He 
had a pocketful of memorandas and 
pointers and was evidently full of busi- 
ness. He said that he had captured 
twenty-four members of a daiigeroifs 
gang of counterfeiters who had been 
operating in this section and that every 
one had been sent to prison for one 
year each, but that their time had ex- 
pired and they were engaged in their

also said that he was collecting evi- 
dence 
which

The fruits of his research 
showed that on the 20th of last April 
two men came to the Grand View hotel 
and registered fictitious names, had 
plenty of money but only stayed a short 
time. 
They succeeded in passing five 
ten dollar biUs to different business 
men, and would, no doubt, have passed 
more had not one of their victims dis- 
covered the swindle only too late to 
help himself. They then left for this 
city where they reaped a rich harvest. 
One of the men has been arrested and 
made a confession implicating his part- 
ner, giving a complete account of all 
their transaction in this city. 
The de- 
tectives could find none of the bogus 
bills, however, so they were evidently 
all passed out again. He found over 
two hundred dollars of the stuff in Fort 
Wayne. 


The gang was broken up by the offi- 
cers at one time but they could never 
succeed in capturing the man who had 
the plates. 
Tliey located him in Day- 
ton, Ohio, but he has successfully 
evaded running against the detectives. 
Since those convicted have been re- 
leased from the penitentiary they have • 
been doing a land oífióe bflsin^ss, over' 
two hundred thousand dollars having 
been passed.

OF GEN. 
.TACILSON. 


Beyond 
question one of the 
most 
prominent leaders of the Southern Con- 
federate soldiers was Gen. Thomas J. 
Jackson. 
He was the mainstay of the 
South in the great internecine struggle 
and his death at Chancellorsville cast a 
deep gloom over the cause he had so 
valiantly uj^held. 
His enemies 
kept 
lip their ineffectual attempts to injure 
him until the very moment of his death. 
His exposure of himself on the battle- 
field Avas much spoken of and regreted 
by his friends. 
On one occasion Hon. 
Jonathan 
W. Bennett, 
ex-Auditor of 
Virginia, thus expostulated with 
him: 
"The people look to you. General, to 
save them, but if you continue to ex- 
pose yourself carelessly you will cer- 
tainly be killed and then the Southern 
cause Ivill surely be lost. 
They pray 
fervently for your protection." 


"My God!" said Jackson, "if the peo- 
ple are ofiering up their praA'ers for 
me—a man—the cause is already lost. 
Tell them to pray to the Almighty for 
the protection of our country and we 
will be victorious." 


Only a few days later Stonewall 
Jackson, accompanied by his staff, rode 
up in front of a North Carolina brigade 
and by mistake was fired upon. 
Three 
bullets took effect, two in his left arm 
and one in his right hand. 
He was car- 
ried to the field hospital at Wilderness 
Run and eight 
daj's later died. 
The 
spot upon which he fell was marked by 
a large stone, which has recently been 
replaced by a marble monument. 
The 
tree under which he fell is still standing 
close by. 
The country in the vicinity 
of the place still retains to a most re- 
markable degree the same appearance 
it had twenty-six years ago. 
The lines 
of breastworks are almost as they were 
in 1863, 
The positions of the artillery 
are still plainly indicated by mounds of 
earth, stone, logs, etc., while every now 
and then an old gun, a bayonet, a can- 
teen, or rusty camp-keetle is found. 
His body when taken to Richmond was 
viewed by 60,000 people.

THE 
TAKPOX. 


It is only a comparatively short time 
since sportsmen have known that there 
was such a fish as the tarpon. 
It in- 
habits the waters of Florida and Gulf 
coasts, and is probably the largest game 
fish in the world. 
To take a tarpon 
with rod and reel is a feat to be proud 
of, and sportsmen from every land are 
yearly coming in increasing numbers to 
try their luck on the big fish. 


The tarpon is truly a monster, rang- 
ing from fifty to two hundred pounds 
in weight, and from four and one-half 
to over six feet in length; not unlike a 
cross between a huge herring—to which 
family it belongs—and a huge bluefish 
in its general proportions, with large, 
protuberant eyes, and an ugly mouth 
that opens on the fish's nose, so to 
speak, covered oti each side by a hard, 
bony, semi-circular flap that gives the 
effect of a jowl, 
' 


Behind and contiguous to the dorsal 
fin is a sort of bayonet calle'd the 
"feather," some eight or nine inches 
long, that protrudes into the air in the 
direction of the tail, forming an acute 
angle with the line of the back. 


The body is covered with brilliant 
argentine scales, which give the fish the 
effects of having been laved in silver, 
and which have won for it the title of 
the "Silver King." 
These scales,which 
are circular and slightly scolloped on 
the part of the edge that is overlapped, 
vary from one to two inches and a half 
in diameter. 


The silvery epidermis covers only the 
exposed portion, which is about one- 
fourth of the circumference. 
The re- 
maining surface is a slightly yellowish- 
white, not dissimilar in hue to mother- 
of-pearl, though without its iridescence, 
translucent but not transparent, and 
shiny on the inner side. They are hard, 
thin and of a shell-like fiber. 


After being removed from the fish 
and dried, they curl up so as to remind 
one of a Saratoga chip, but will, if 
moistened and compressed, regain, at 
least for a short time, 
their former 
shape. 


The extreme brilliancy of the silvery 
portion becomes tarnished by degrees, 
inclining either to yellow or black, but 
the permanent color is still beautiful 
and astonishing. 


The back of the fish is black, and the 
silvery effect gradually begins at a line 
well above the eye. 
Some anglers have 
seen fit to perjietuate their triumjohs by 
having specimens of 
these monsters 
mounted on a panel. 
They form mag- 
nificent trophies for the hall or dining- 
room of a large house; and when gazing 
at a 100-pound tarpon, Avhich is certainly 
rather below than above the average 
weight of the fish, one finds difficulty 
in believing that it has been captured 
with rod and reel.

Next day the drafting began anew, 
and was jjroceeded with without

hostile demonstration.

several regiments of the XeAV Y'ork mil- 
itia marched on to the Washington 
parade-ground for their dress parade. 
Their appearance was fine, Avith their 
showy 
and

and their full brass bands.

the various exercises in a highly credit- 
able manner.

He sometimes made articles 
for his own wear, and he was once de- 
scribed to a gentleman who inquired 
how he might be recognized as "a man 
who wears an India rubber cap, stock 
coat, vest, and shoes, .with an India rub: 
ber purse without a cent of money in 
it."

In a book which George Goodyear 
wrote for private circulation a few 
years before he died, he described a lu- 
dicrous predicament which befell one 
of his employes in attempting an ex- 
periment on his own account. 
"This 
son of Erin," he says, "welcomed me 
one morning by showing me his trous- 
ers which he had on, and which he had 
dipped in the sap, and boasted that for 
once an Irishman had been quicker in 
inventing than a Yankee. 


"Jerry then sat down," continues 
Goodyear, "to his labor of mixing gum 
before the fire as usual, but in attempt- 
ing to get up a few minutes after, he 
found that he was not only cemented to 
his seat,' but that his legs 
were 
cemented 
together. 
He was 
ex- 
tricated from his improved trousers to 
the no small merriment of the by- 
standers, and afterward manifested nc 
further inclination for invention. 


In the course of these investigations 
Goodyear was often disheartened by 
j)overty, which was so extreme as tc 
cause him more than once being sent to 
prison for debt; but he never des^Daired, 
and at last had the delight of complet' 
ing his invention to his own satisfac- 
tion and of seeing his vulcanized oi 
hardened rubber recognized and ap- 
preciated by the world. 
Since that 
day the forms in which India rubber 
has appeared have multiplied wonder- 
fully. Many years ago the only use 
known for this article was the rubbing 
out of pencil marks; hence, its name 
ladia rubber.

Bob of Bunn*s Creek is the best 
known to river men and tourists of any 
alligator in Florida, says a writer in the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
He is one 
of the largest saurians in^ the State, 
being fourteen feet six inches in length, 
while the largest alligator on the St. 
John's Eiver of which any reliable ac- 
count can be had is but sixteen feet in 
length. Dunn's Creek, iBob's home, is 
one of the most beautiful of Florida 
streams. 
It is twenty-two miles in 
length and is very deep, being the out- 
let from Crescent Lake into the St. 
John's Eiver. It is a very crooked 
stream, and is so narrow that in places 
tlie boat will scrape the banks. It is 
lined with evergreens, which meet over- 
head, forming a leafy bower that is de- 
liglitful to the lover of the picturesque. 
The windings are very abrupt at times 
and navigation is exceedingly diflficult. 
The steamer Georgia, Capt. Bright 
commanding, is the only boat now ply- 
ing its waters. In one ©f the shortest 
of the many bends in Dunn's Creek Bob 
has had his home for many years, al- 
ways laying on the same log, and so 
close to the log that passengers can 
reach him with an oar. Alligators usu- 
ally become frightened and roll off from 
the logs into the water at the approach 
of a boat, but Bob is used to it, and ap- 
pears to wait for the boat to come. 
Every day for ten years he has been 
seen on the same log, and as the boat 
approaches he slightly turns his head, 
as though he were waiting for the pas- 
sengers to begin to shoot at him, which 
they invariably do. After he is tired 
of this amusement <he dives «into the 
water, to again reappear when the boat 
returns. He has been shot every day 
during the last decade, but he never 
tires of it, and no one has ever suc- 
ceeded in hitting him in a vulnerable 
pface. He seems to understand that he 
is there to act as a target for the marks- 
men and throws his throat close against 
the log and turns his head so that the 
bullets can not strike his eyes. He 
then knows that he is safe. The log on 
which Bob suns himself has been meas- 
ured a number of times, and his length 
is thei'efore well known. During the 
ten years since he first began to become 
famous he has grown two feet. 


Capt. Bright stated that he believed 
the pilot would miss his location if Bob 
was to die. He is a certain landmark, 
and passengers who are acquainted 
with the stream Avill ask "How many 
miles are we from Bob ?" in order to as- 
certain their whereabouts. 


The log upon which he lies has be- 
come known as Bob's log, and some 
facetious passengers have made up peti- 
tions to have a postoffice established 
there and Bob appointed as postmaster, 
giving him as a surname that of the man 
after whom the creek is called. Several 
petitions, it is said, have been prepared, 
but so lar as heard from none have been 
presented to the department; but if 
"Bob's Landing, Bob Dunn, postmas- 
ter," is ever put in the "Postal Guide" 
it can be known that no one lives there 
and the postmaster is a huge 'gator. 


Bob's home is the half-way point be- 
tween Crescent Lake and St. John's 
Eiver, and visitors to Florida should not 
fail to see him. 
Capt. Bright states 
that if they ever run short of ammuni- 
tion they will catch Bob and take the 
bullets out of his back, where enough 
to stock a small store must be imbedded. 
Bob is not a myth. He can be seen by 
any passenger who will go up Dunn's 
Creek, and hundreds of. tourists will 
testify as to his existence and character- 
istics.

OF A STATE 
CAPITAL. 


South Dakota papers are lamenting 
the sad lot of a man who sold a quarter 
section of land near Pierre, which he 
obtained under the Homestead Act, for 
$3,000, and which is now regarded as 
worth $250,000. 
Perhaps it would be 
wiser to deplore the fate or the foUy of 
the man who pays at the rate of a mill- 
ion dollars a square mile for raw prai- 
rie land near the cajiital of any farming 
state. 


Locating a State capital at' a town 
adds but little to the permanent value 
of land in the vicinity. 
Farming land 
within a mile of Augusta, Concord, 
Montpelier, Annapolis, Ealiegh, Co- 
lumbia, Tallahasee, Jackson or Austin 
can be bought from $50 to $100 per 
acre, and the purchaser would find it 
difficult to sell it for as much as he 
gave. 
Eeal estate at Lansing is worth 
less than at Grand Eapids, less at 
Springfield than at Peoria, less at 
Jefferson than at Kansas City. A State 
House does not furnish employment to 
many people or do much to increase 
trade. 
It enables a few^ hotel and 
boarding-house people to get a living, 
and that is about all the advantage it 
confers on a place. 
For making a 
lively and prosperous town one good 
manufacturing establishment is worth 
more than a State 
house, lunatic 
asylum, infirmary for the blind, reform 
school and retreat for the 
feeble- 
minded. 
The location of a State capi- 
tal has killed as many towns as it has 
made. It has done this by inflating the 
prices of real estate so that manufac- 
turers would not 
establish 
works 
there. A few states have selected their 
largest towns for capitals, but towns 
have generally been selected for the 
reason that they were central. 
Indian- 
apolis and 
Lincoln are xjrosperous 
places, not because they are state capi- 
tals, but for the reason that they are 
railway centers.

The oil coun- 
try is full of men who have become 
wealthy in the oil business and never 
had any connection whatever with the 
big Standard. 
John 
McKeown, of 
Washington, Pa., is reputed to be the 
wealthiest oil producer, and his figure 
is placed at $8-,000,000, although it is 
likely to be much more than this. 
Mr. 
McKeown is a native of Ireland, and be- 
gan his career in this country in the oil 
regions, coming directly from Castie 
Garden to the Pennsylvania oil regions 
during the early excitement on Oil 
Creek, about 1864. He was entirely 
without means, and began as a day 
laborer, working for $2 a day handling 
a pick and shovel for a man who had 
contracts for grading for oil-well der- 
ricks and tank seats. 
He soon became 
a contractor himself, and from that he 
got a small interest in a well which 
proved to be a good investment. 
Mr. 
McKeown was not one of those whose 
riches were suddenly acquired. 
They 
came to him slowly, and through work 
and careful investments. 
From Oil 
Creek he went to Bradford in the early 
days of that development, and there he 
was wonderfully successful. His opera- 
tions there were mostly on the rich 
Bingham lands, where every well was a 
success. He left Bradford a very rich 
man and went to Butler County, buy- 
ing a small farm not far from Martins- 
burg. 
Although a small tract, this was 
one of the most prolific in the great 
Butler field, and Mr. McKeown realized 
another fortune 
here. 
During this 
time he was making careful investments, 
mostly in real estate in Pennsylvania 
and the West, and these investments, 
so far as is known, have all realized 
handsomely. 
Indeed, none of 
Mc- 
Keown's friends can point to consider- 
able investment of his that has not been 
a good one. He is a man upon whom 
fortune always smiles. His wonderful 
success in the 
ashington and Taylors- 
town oil fields is familiar to newspaper 
readers. In the Washington district he 
probably developed the richest spot 
ever tapped ingthe Pennsylvania region. 
It is said that three farms here, of which 
he was the chief beneficiary, produced 
$3,000,000 worth of oil alone. Mr. Mc- 
Keown owns a large amount of valuable 
city property in Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia as well as cattle ranches in the 
West.

E D W I N R. S T B O P E S , ex-treasurer of 
Greene county, of this state, last spring 
was sent to the penitentiary for embez- 
zling $14,000 of the county funds, and 
at the time of his conviction Stropes 
proved that $7,000 of the alleged defal- 
cation was lost by the failure of the Har- 
rison Bank at Indianapolis; that his 
personal property which he turned over 
to his bondsmen more than liquidated 
the county for the other $7,000.

THE POPE Allîl> TESfPOBAIi 
POWER. 


On the question of the temporal power 
of the pope the Catholic Mirror^ of Bal- 
timore, this week takes the ground 
that is somewhat new to the Catholic 
press. The Mirror says: "We think 
we voice the intelligent sentiments of 
American Catholics when we say that it 
is not desired to interfere with the geo- 
graphical lines that now define the 
boundaries of the kingdom of Italy. 
The kingly prerogative that formerly 
inhered in the pontificate in relation to 
the temporalities that constituted the 
papal dominions is neither essential or 
indispensable to the spiritual authority 
or spiritual dominion of the pope. The 
Holy Father has no absolute need for 
extensive territory wherein to wield the 
power and exercise the rule of an earthly 
kingdom. The transfer of those states 
that constitute ttie temporal possessions 
of the church from the control of the 
papacy to that of the secular power of 
Italy, cannot be regarded as a depriva- 
tion affecting the iqpiritual interests of 
the Catholic world. It was never con- 
templated that the maintenance of the 
papa<7 was to depend upon the revenues 
derived from temporal possessions of 
any kind. It is the business and duty 
of the Catholics of the world to properly 
support and maintain such a system as 
is neoeasary to carry on the government 
oftheohuzoh. The perpetuity ct the 
churdi's mission does not involve the 
possession of temporal power in its old 
sense. But while Catholics do demand 
that the sovecign pontiff shall enjoy al^ 
iolùte freedom in l^H^^ise of his spirit- 
ual authority, 
not be subjeet to 
•ay aeoular power, not 'dependent lipon

THE WIIK9ÍERS. 


Pen Plctares of the Democratic Ciov- 
ernors-Elect of Ohio, Iowa 
anil Vlrfftnia. 


Hon. James E. Campbell, who was 
elected governor of Ohio last Tuesday 
on the democratic ticket, was bom in 
Middleton, Butler county, Ohio. July 7, 
1843. His father died when the boy 
was but eight years old. He obtained a 
common school education, and when 
eighteen years old began teaching. The 
next year he entered the service of his 
country as .a naval volunteer, serving 
on the guii-boats of Admiral Porter's 
fleet in the memorable Bed River cam- 
paign of 1863 4. 


After the war he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar in 1865, opening an 
office in Hamilton, Ohio, and soon built 
up a large practice. In 1873 Mr. Camp- 
bell was elected prosecuting attorney of 
Butler county, and re-elected in 1875. 
He was elected to congress as a demo- 
crat in 1882, again in 1884, and for a 
third successive term in 1886, in a dis- 
trict which gave Garfield nearly two 
thousand plurality. 
His election each 
time is understood to have been secured 
through the votes of republican soldiers 
cast for him. Mr. Campbell voted and 
worked for the Mills tariff reform bill, 
and was always found on the side of the 
people as against bosses and monopolies. 
He is a nephew of Lewis D. Campbell, 
the Old Whig leader and friend of An- 
drew Johnson. 


Horace Roies, the Iowa surprise and 
democratic governor-elect, was born in 
Aurora, Erie county, N. Y., sixty-two 
years ago. His father was a soldier of 
the war of 1812. His family resided in 
New York until his children were grown 
up. The subject of this sketch studied 
law and has been a successful prectition- 
er for forty years. He became a resi- 
dent of Waterloo, la., in 1867, where he 
still resides. 
He is the head of the law 
firm of Boies, Husted & Boies, the jun- 
ior member being his eldest son. 


Mr. Boies is also a representative far- 
mer, owning nearly three thousand 
acres of farm lands in Grundy and Palo 
Alto counties. He is in favor of tariff 
reform, is of unquestionable ability, 
with a character above reproach and a 
reputation in his state that any man 
might envy. 


'Philip Watkins McEinney, who as the 
democratic candidate for governor in 
Virginia defeated Gen. Mahone, was 
bom in Buckingham county, Ya., fifty- 
seven years ago. He was educated at 
Hampden-Sidney college and graduated 
in law under the famous Judge Brocken- 
borough in 1853. At the age of twenty- 
one he was elected to the legislature, 
where he so distin^ished himself as to 
cause his constituents to return him for 
successive terms. He served during the 
war in the Fourth Virginia Cavalry, 
under the gallant Jeb Stuart and Fitz- 
hugh Lee^ and was so badly wounded at 
Brady Station as to be incapacitated for 
further service in the field. 


At the close of the war, having lost 
his fortune, he moved to FarmvUle and 
practiced law, in which he succeeded. 
He was the democratic candidate for 
congEBSs in 1872 against Carpet-bagger 
Stowell, was presidential elector for 
Seymour, was democratic nominee for 
attorney-general on the Daniel ticket in 
1881, when Mahone swept the state, and 
in every state and national canvass has 
gone to speak wherever those in com- 
mand though he was most needed. He 
was a delegate to the Chicago convention 
in 1884. and to &t. Louis in 1888. Capt 
McEinney is a man of splendid ability, 
which is recognized wherever he is per- 
sonally known, and of high character.

Meigs, of Indianapolis; genei^ secre- 
tary, F. W. Douglass, Indianapolis, 
fiirst assistant secretary, A. T. Briggs, 
DePauw university; second assistant 
secretary, W. A. Jones, office secretary 
state committee, Indianapolis; treasur- 
er, J. F. Wallack, of Indianapolis, now 
treasurer. The nominations were unan 
imously confirmed. It was announced 
that the newly elected president, Mr. 
Gregg, would not arrive until this after- 
noon and Vice-President Meigs con- 
tinued in the chair. On motion arecess 
of five minutes was taken to allow time 
for the preparation of the three minute 
reports from the different associations 
represented. 


All of the associations reported and 
the various reports gave evidences of a 
steady growth of the Y. M. C. A. werk 
throughout the state. 
Following the 
reports from the association, F. H. 
Jacobs, of Missouri, announced hymn 
No. 231, after which the discussion on 
the topic, "What Shall We Consider 
Satisfactory Results in Our Work for 
Young Men." 
Mr. Jacobs placed con- 
siderable strras on the value of correct 
business methods, took up the intellec- 
tual social and physical departments of 
the work which he held is worth every- 
thing and are of vi^ue untold to the 
spiritual w.ork. Christian development 
was discussed and the slow progress 
made lamented. Spiritual work anc 
spiritual results were touched on. Fol- 
lowing Mr. Jacob's discussion were 
-questions asked and answers given 
which lasted some time. At the close 
Vice President Meigs named the follow- 
ing committees: Committee on bbsiness, 
W. A. Bodell, E. E. Stacy, A. L. Ben- 
nett; committee on reports, A. G. Shep- 
hard, Joseph Allen, Z. T. Esmond; on 
devotional meetings, chairman. Rev. 
Frost Craft, W. A. Roll, John Braum 
on resolutions, Rev. T. C. Stewart, T. 
C. Moffit, O. G. Hill; on finance, C. D 
Meigs, J. F. Wallack, D. F. McClure. 


There are eighteen associations in the 
state, no increase over last year, with a 
membership of 4,139, an increase over 
last year of 371, or 10 per cent.

Eight have gymnasiums, 
six junior departments, fourteen gospel 
meetings for men only, seven gave twen- 
ty-six lectures, and seven held 100 
meetings for young men.

The Voyage from Time to Eternity—There 
Must Be an Ancbor of Hope Sore and 
Steadfast, 
Enthusiasm 
Must Fill the 
Souls and God's Holy Spirit Bo the Pilot, 


The Kev. T. De Witt Talmage, 
of 
Brooklyn, on his embarkment for the 
Holy Land by the steamer City of Paris, 
addressed 
bis 
millions 
of 
friends 
through the press, taking for his text 
Acts 5s, 38: "And they accompanied him 
unto the ship." 
His sermon is printed 
. below at full length: 


To the more than twenty-five million 
peopje in many countries to whom my 
sermons come week by week, in English 
tongue and by translation, through the 
kindness of the newspaper press, I ad- 
dress these words. 
I dictate them to a 
stenographer on the eve of my departure 
for the Holy Land, Palestine. 
When 
you read this sermon I will be mid-At- 
lantic. 
I go to be gone a few weeks on 
areiig-'oas journey. I go because I want 
for niTself and hearers and readers to 
see Betlilehem, and Nazareth, and Jeru- 
salem, and Calvary, and all the other 
places connected with the Saviour's life 
and death, and so reinforce myself for 
sermons. 
I go also because I am writ- 
ing the "Life of Christ," and can be 
more accurate and graphic when I have 
been an eye-witness of the sacred places. 
Pray for my successful journeying and 
my safe return. 


I wish on the eve of departure to pro- 
nounce a loving benediction upon all 
my friends in high places and low, upon 
congregations to whom my sermons are 
r.ead in absence of pastors, upon groups 
gathered out on praiiies and in mining 
districts, upon all sick and invalid and 
aged ones who cannot attend churches, 
but to whom I have long administered 
through the printed page. 
My next ser- 
mon will be addressed to you from Rome, 
Italy, for I feel like Paul when he said: 
"So,^ us much as in me is, I am ready to 
preach the gospel to you that are at 
Eome also." 
The fact is that Paul was 
ever moviug about on land or sea. 
He 
was ail old sailor—not from occupation, 
but iroiii irequcncy of travel. 
I think 
he could have taken a vessel across the 
Mediterranean 
as well as some of the 
ship captains. 
The sailors never scoffed 
at him lor being a "land lubber." 
If 
Paul's ailvice had been taken, the crew 
would never have gone ashore atMelita. 


When tlie vessel went scuddling un- 
der bare poles Paul was the onlyjself- 
posseesed man on board, and, turning 
to the excited crew and despairing pas- 
sengers, 
he exclaims, in a voice that 
sounds above the thunder of the tempest 
and the wrath of the sea: "Be of good 
cheer." 


The men who now go to sea with maps 
and charts and modern compass, warned 
by buoy and lighthouse, 
know nothing 
of the perils of 
ancient 
navigation. 
Horace said that the man who first ven- 
tured on the sea mast have had a heart 
bound with oak and triple brass. People 
then ventured only from headland to 
headland and from islandto island, and 
not until long after spread their sail for 
a voyage across the sea: 
Before start- 
ing, the weather was watched, and, the 
vessel having been hauled up on the 
shore, the mariners placed J their shoul- 
ders against thn stern of the ship and 
heaved it off, they at the last moment 
leaping into it, 


Vesseis were then chiefly ships of 
burden—the transit of prtssengers being 
the exception; for the world was not 
then migratory as in our day, when the 
first desire of a man in one place seems 
to be to get into another place. 
The 
ship irom which Jonah was thrown over- 
board, and that-in which Paul was car- 
ried prisoner, went out chiefly with the 
idea of taking a cargo. 
As now, so the«, 
vessels were accustomed to carry a flag. 
In those times it was inscribed with the 
name of 
a heathen deity. 
A vessel 
bound for Syracuse had on it the in- 
scription "Castor and Pollux." 
The 
ships were provided with anchors. 
An- 
chors were of two kinds; those that 
were dropped into the sea, and those 
that were thrown up onto the rocks to 
hold the vessel fast. 
This last kind was 
what Paul alluded to when he said: 
"Which hope we have as an anchor of 
the soul, both sure and steadsast, and 
which entereth into that within 
the 
vail." 
That was what the sailors call a 
"hook anchor." 
The rocks and sand 
bars, shoals and headlands, not being 
mapped out, vessels carried a plumb 
line. 
They would drop it and find the 
water fifty fathoms, and drop it again 
and find it forty fathoms, and drop it 
again and find it thirtv- fathoms, thus 
discovering their near approach to the 
shore. 


In the spring, summer, and autumn 
the Mediterranean Sea was white with 
the 
wings of ships, but 
at the first 
wintry 
blast 
they 
hied 
themselves 
to 
the 
nearest 
harbor, 
although 
now the world's commerce prospers in 
January as well as in June, and in mid- 
winter, all over the wide and stormy 
deep, there float palaces of light, tramp"- 
ling tlie billows under foot, and show- 
ering the sparks of terrible furnaces on 
the wild wind; and the Christian pas- 
senger, tippeted and shawled, sits under 
the shelter of the smokestack, loolfing 
off upon the phosphorescent deep, on 
which is vrritten, in scrolls of foam and 
fire: "Thy way, O God, is in the sea, and 
Thv path in the great waters! ' 


It is in those days of early navigation 
that I see a group of men, women, and 
children on the beach of the Mediterra- 
nean. 
Paul is about to leave the con- 
gregation to whom he had preached and 
they are come down to se'e him oft". It 
is a solemn thing to part. 
There are so 
many traps that wait for a man's feet. 
The solid ground may break through, 
the sea—how many dark mysteries 
it holds in its bosom! 
A few counsels, 
a hasty good-bye, a last look, and the 
ropes rattle, and the sails are hoisted, 
and the planks are hauled in, and Paul 
is gone. 
I expect to sail over some of 
the same waters over which Patil sailed, 
but before going I want to urge you all 
to embark for Heaven. 


The 
church is the drydock 
where 
Bould are to be fitted for' Heaven, 
In 
making a vessel for this voyage the first 
need is sound timber. The floor timbers 
ought to be of solid stuff. For the want 
of it, vessels that looked able to run 
their jibbooms into the eye of any tem- 
E 
est, when caught in the -storm have 
een crushed like a waifer. 
The truths 
of God's word are what I mean by floor 
timbers. 
Away with your lighter'mate- 
rials. 
Nothing but oaks, hewn in the 
forest 
of 
Divine truth, 
are 
stanch 
enough for this craft. 


Yon must have love for a helm, to 
guide and turn the craft. 
Neither Pride 
nor Ambition nor Avarice will do for a 
rudder. 
Love, not only in the heart, 
but flashing in the eye and tingling in 
the hand—Love married to Work, which 
many look upon as so homely a bride— 
Love, not like brooks, which foam and 
rattle, yet do nothing, but Love like a 
river that runs up the steps of mill 
V. wheels, ana works in the harness of 
•factory bands—Love that will not pass 
by on the other side, but visits the man 
, 
who fell among thieves near Jericho, 
not merely saying, "Poor fellow! you 
are dreadfully hurt," but like the good 
Samaritan, pours in oil and wine, and 
pays his board at the tavern. 
There 
tnuat also be a prow, arranged to cut and 
override the billow. 
That is Christian 
perseverance. 


There are three moantain surges that 
Bometimes dash against a soul in a 
minute—the world, the flesh and the 
devil; and that is a w e l l .bnilt prow that 
CBu bound over t h e m . 
For lack of t h i s , 
j u a n y have put baok and n e v e r 
started 
—lin, 
it is the broadside wave that so 
t n s w e e p s t h e 
dock 
a n d 
fills 
t h e 


geipuiilT J u ^ y o Q Biirmo 
ba^Hibe iirow, a n d 
as^ yoti ^ p e ' 
off t h e 
spray of the split snrge, cry out with the 
apostle: 
"None of these things move 
me.' 
Let ail your fears stay aft. 
The 
right must conquer. 
Know that Moses, 
in an ark of bulrushes, can run down a 
war steamer. 
. Have a good; strong anchor. 
"Which 
hope we have as an anchor." By this 
•strong cable and windlass hold on to 
your anchor. 
"If any man sin, we have 
an advocate with the Father." Do not 
use the anchor wrongfully. D o not al- 
ways stay in the same 'latitude 
and 
longitude. 
You will never ride up the 
harbor of eternal rest if you »11 the way 
drag your anchor. 


But you must have sails. 
Vessels are 
not fit for the sea until they have the 
flying jib, the fot-esail, the topgallant, 
the skysail, the gaffsail, and other can- 
vas. 
Faith is 
oui 
canvas. 
Hoist it, 
and the winds of Heaven will drive you 
ahead. 
Sails made out of any other 
canvas than faith will be slit to tatters 
by the first northeaster. 
Strong faith 
never lost a battle. 
It will crush foes, 
blast rocks, quench lightnings, thresh 
mountains. 
It is a shield to the war- 
rior, a crank to the most ponderous 
wheel, a lever to pry up pyramids, a 
drum whose beat gives strength to the 
step of the heavenly soldiery, and sails 
to waft ships laden with priceless pearls 
from the harbor of earth to the harbor 
of Heaven. 


But you are not yet equipped. 
You 
must have what seamen call the running 
rigging. 
This 
comprises the 
ship's 
braces, halliards, clew lines and such 
like. 
Without these the yards could not 
be braced, the sails lifted, nor the can- 
vas in anywise managed. 
We have 
prayer for the running rigging. 
Unless 
you understand this tackling you are 
not a spiritual seaman. 
By pulling on 
these ropesj you hoist the sails of faith 
and turn them every whither. 
The prow 
of courage will not cut the wave, nor 
the sail of faith spread and flap its 
wing, unless you have strong*prayer for 
a halliard. 


One more arrangement, and you will 
be ready for the sea. 
You must have a 
compass—which is the Bible. 
Look at 
it every day, and always sail by it, as its 
needle points toward the Star of Beth- 
lehem. 
Through fog, and 
darkness, 
and storm, it works faithfully. 
Search 
the Scriptures. 
"Box the compass." 


Let me give you two or three rules for 
the voyage. 
Allow your appetites and 
passions only an under deck passage. 
Ho not allow them ever to come up on 
the promenade deck. 
Mortify your 
members which are upon 
the 
earth. 
Never allow your lower nature anything 
better than a steerage passage. 
;Let 
watchfulness walk the decks as an armed 
sentinel, 
and shoot down with great 
promptness anything like a mutiny of 
riotous appetites. 


Be sure to look out of the forcastle 
for icebergs. 
These are cold Christians 
floating about in the church. 
The frigid 
zone professors will sink you. 
Steer 
clear of icebergs. 
Keep a log book 
during all the voyage—an account of 
how many furlongs you make a day. 
The merchant keeps a day book as well 
as a ledger. 
You ought to know every 
night, as well as every year, how things 
are going. 
When the express train stops 
at the depot, you hear a hammer sound- 
ing on all the wheels, thus testing the 
safety of the rail train. 
Bound, as we 
are, with more than express speed to- 
ward a great eternity, ought we not often 
to iry the work of self-examination? 


Be sure to keep your colors up! 
You 
know the ships of England, Kussia, 
France, and Spain by the ensigns 
they 
carrj^ 
Sometimes it is a lion, 
some- 
times an eagle, sometimes a star, some- 
times a crown. 
Let it ever be known 
who you are, and for what jjort you are 
bound. 
Let "Christian" be written on 
the very front Vv^ith a figure of a cross, 
a crown, and a dove; and from the mast- 
head let float the streamers of Immanuel. 
Then the pirate vessels 
of temptation 
will pass you unharmed 
as they s 
"There goes a Christian bound for 
port of Heaven. 
We will not 
disturb 
her, for she has too many guns aboard." 
Kun up your flag on this pulley: "I am noj; 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ, for it 
is the power of God and the wisdom of 
God unto salvation-" 
When driven 
back, or laboring under great stress 
of 
weather—now changing from starboard 
tact to larboard—look above the top- 
gallants, and your heart shall beat like a 
war drum as the streamers float on the 
wind. 
The sign of the cross Will make 
you patient, and the crown will make 
you glad. 


Before you gain port you will smell 
the land breezes of Heaven, and Christ, 
the pilot, will meet you as you come into 
the Narrows of Death, and fasten to you, 
and say: 
"When thou passest through 
the waters I will be with thee; and 
through the rivers, they shall not over- 
flow thee." 
Are you ready for such a 
voyage? 
Make up your min-ds. 
The 
gang planks are lifting. 
The bell rings. 
All aboard for Heaven! 
This world is j 
not your rest. 
The chaffinch is the 
silliest bird in all the earth for trying 
to make its nest on the rocking billow. 
Oh, how I wish that as I embark for the 
Holy Land in the east, all to whom I 
preach by tongue or type would embark 
for Heaven! 
What you all most need is 
God, and you need him now. 
Some of 
you I leave in trouble. Things are going 
very rough with you. 
You have had a 
hard struggle with poverty, or sickness, 
or persecution, or bereavement. 
Light 
after light has gone out, and it Jis so 
dark that you can hardly see any bless- 
ing left. May that Jesus who comforted 
the widow of Nain and raised the de- 
ceased to life, with his gentle hand of 
svmrjathv wipe away your tears! 
All is 
w^ell. 


When David was fleeing through the 
wilderness, pursued by his own son, he 
was 
being prepared to become 
the 
sweet singer of Israel. 
The pit and the 
dungeon were the best schools at which 
Joseph ever graduated. 
The hurricane 
that upset the tent and killed Job's 
children prej)ared the man o | Uz to 
write the magnificent poem that has as- 
tounded the ages. 
There is no way to 
get the wheat out of the straw but to 
thresh it. 
There is no way to purify the 
gold but to burn it. 
Look at the people 
who have always had it their own way. 
Thej'lare proud, discontented, useless, and 
unhappy. 
If you want to find cheerful 
folks, go among those who have been 
purified by the 
tire. 
After Eossina had 
rendered "William Tell" the five hun- 
dredth time, a company of musicians 
came under his window in Paris and ser- 
enaded him. 
They put upon his brow a 
golden crown of 
laurel leaves. 
But 
amidst all the applause and enthusiasm, 
Eossina.turned to a friend and said: "I 
would give all this brilliant scene for a 
few days of youth and love." 
Contrast 
the melancholy feeling of Kossina, who 
had everything that- this world could 
give hitn, to the joyful experience of 
Isaac Watts, whose misfortunes were in- 
numerable, when he says: 
Tho Hill of Zion yields 


A thousand sacred sweets 
Before we r6ach the heavenly fields 


Or walk the golden streets. 


t i e 


Then let onr songs abound, 
And every tear be dry; 
We're marching througl» Immanuel's ground, 
To fairer worlds on high. 


It is prosperity that kills and trouble 
that saves. 
While the Israelites were 
on the march, amidst great privations 
and hardships, they behaved well. 
Af- 
ter a while they prayed for meat, and 
the sky darkened with great 
flocks 
of 
quails, and these quails fell in great mul- 
titudes all about them; and the Israel- 
ites ate and ate, apd stuffed themselves 
until they died. 
OhJ my friends, it is 
not hardship, or trial, or starvation that 
injuries the soul, bttt abundant supply. 
It is not the vultare of trouble that eats 
up the Christian's life; it is the qnailsl 
it is the qnails!

Do not be 
worried about me. 
I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth, and if any fatality should 
befall me, I think I should go straight. 
I have been most unworthy, and would 
be sorry to think that any one of my 
friends had been as unworthy a Chris- 
tian as myself. 
But God has helped a 
great many through, and I hope He will 
help me through. 
It is a long account 
of shortcomings, but if He is going to 
rub any of it out, I think He will rub it 
all out. 


And now gives us (for I go not alone) 
your benediction. 
When you send let- 
ters to a friend in a distant land, you 
say via such a city, or via such a steamer. 
When you send your good wishes to us, 
send them via the throne of God. 
We 
shall not tra,vel out of the reach of your 
prayers. 


There is scene where spirits dwell, 
Where friend holds intercourse -with friend; 
Though simdered far, by faith we meet 
Around one common mercy seat. 
And now, may the blessing of 
God 
come down upon your bodies and upon 
your souls, your fathers and mothers, 
your companions, your children, your 
brothers and sisters and your 
friends! 
May you be blessed in your business 
and in your pleasures, in your joys and 
in your sorrows, in the house and by the 
way! And if, during, our separation, an 
arrow from the unseen world should 
strike any of us, may it only hasten on 
the raptures that God has prepared for 
those who love Him! I utter not the 
word farewell; it is too sad, too formal 
a word for me to speak or write. 
But, 
considering that I have your 
hand 
tightly clasped in both of mine, I utter 
a kind, and affectionate and a cheerful 
good-by! 


Snbmarine Earthquakes. 


In the midst of the Atlantic, 
about 
where the twenty-fifth meridian west 
from London crosses the equator, there 
is a region ofmystery . 
It lies 
on 
the line of sailing from Madeira to 
Brazil. 
Only within a few years has it 
been sounded, and its strange 
pheno- 
mena reported. 
The.author of "The 
Cruise of the Falcon" contributes some 
interesting notes of observation. 


The sea about a mile from us becaicie 
suddenly 
disturbed, 
boiling 
up 
violently, 
as 
from a 
subterranean 
spring. 
This lasted for about two 
minutes. 
Throughout the day we ob- 
served great patches of discolored water, 
having exactly the appearance of shoal 
water. 


These 
and similar phenomena are 
frequently observed in this part of the 
ocean. 
Often a ship reports that here- 
abouts she has experienced a violent 
shock, similar to that which is felt when 
a rock is struck. 
Sometimes a great 
rumbling is heard like that of a heavy 
chain running through the hawsepipes, 
and the vessel quivers like a leaf in the 
wind. 
Another time, in smooth water, 
a vessel has been known to heel over 
suddenly, as if she had run on a sand- 
bank, for this is a region of most, un- 
canny apparitions for the mariner—a 
sort of haunted corner of the sea. 


Before this ocean had been as 
thor- 
oughly sounded and surveyed as it is 
now, these phenomena were attributed 
to the presence 
of unmarked sand- 
banks and rocky shoals, 
and the old 
charts were marked accordingly. 
But 
it must have 
astonished the mariner 
somewhat to find that he got no sound- 
ings with his deep-sea lead,immediately 
after experiencing one of these shocks. 


It i^^ow known that there is a depth 
of not less than two thousand fathoms 
throughout this neighborhood, and sub- 
marine earthquakes are recognized to be 
the true cause of these convulsions. 


So frequent are these manifestations 
of suboceanic disturbance, that this is 
now known as the volcanic region of the 
Atlantic. 
Fearful, indeed, must be the 
forces that can transmit such violent 
action upward through three 
miles of 
water.

INTKODUCTOBY. 
If this lesson shairturn the heads of par- 
ents to the spiritual needs of their chil- 
dren, one good and gracious result will be 
accomplished. 
There is somethiug fear- 
fully perilous in the apparent apattiy that 
is coming over the heads of households. 
Fathers and mothers, at times and places, 
seem to view with utter indifference the 
fact that their sons and daughters are 
growing up in total disregard of their 
soul's Interests. Let the sound of David's 
groans and the sight of David's tears- 
cries and tears a.as for him too late—bring 
parents and pastors and teachers to their 
knees m behalf of the heedless, reckless 
youth of to-day committed to their trust. 
May "David's grief," tardy and vain, stir us 
to timely and effectual grief. 


WHAT T H E LESSON TEACHES. 


Absalom's place. Literally it is Absalom's 
hand. And it is easy to see which way it is 
pointing. 
Like that "hand" which Saul 
reared when returning from his disobedi- 
ent journey to the Amalekite country, this 
rock was lifted in pride and arrogancy. 
It 
called attention to Absalom, and was in- 
tended to magnify him. 
It did magnify 
him—his vanity. 
As with many another 
monumental structure reared since, its 
name is folly. "When men looked at it, 
they thought of Absalom, but it was Ab- 
salom's disgrace that came to their illnds. 
Kear your monuments, but be careful what 
they say. They speak eood on it accord- 
ing to the record that has been made. 
Character is after all the truest monu- 
ment. 


Howsoever, said he, let me run. 
Some 
one slyly suggested once, that Ahimaaz 
represents here altogether too large a class 
—the. company of 
those presumptuous 
souls, who are ready to run. whether they 
have a message or no. As such it might 
point a moral regarding those who go fortt 
on mission or proclamation, unprepare 
and perhaps uncalled. And yet does it no. 
better describe, since Ahimaaz is a worthy 
character, those who disputed as to theii 
mission from without, are yet conscious 
from within that thoy are plainly and pow- 
erfully called? In this case Ahimaaz him- 
self outran the approved messenger. 
And 
does it not sometimes occur that the un- 
solicited of men prove themselves the most 
truly called of God? Eemember "the stone 
which the builders disallowed." 


Is the young man "Absalom safe? It is a 
question this nineteenth century may well 
be asking in a sense. 
Are we earing for 
our sons as we should in these days of 
fearful temptation to the voung? It had 
been better for David had he asked that 
question earlier; had he guarded against 
that which presently wrought his son's 
destruction. 
Out on the prairies of the 
West, you see around about every hay-stack 
a strip of plowed ground.

CHICAGO, Nov. 0.— The sensation in 


connection with the all-absorbing Cro- 
uin case was the finding yesterday of the 
surgical caso and clothes of the mur- 
dered physician and the forging of 
another link in the chain of circum- 
stantial evidence that clanks ominously 
round the conspirators. For aome time 
complaints have been made to the sewer 
department of the Lake View station 
that the sewer at the intersection of 
Evanston and Bueua avenues was flush 
and running over. 


Yesterday two or three sewert-deauers 


were detailed to investigate the cause of 
the trouble. The cover was removed 
from the man-hole and after an investi- 
gation as to the cause, two valises were 
unearthed, one a leather one and the 
other the remnants of a paper one. In 
the leather valise was found Dr. Cro- 
nin's prescription book, with several 
prescriptions bearing his signature. 


Iu the other valise were found the 


doctor's case of surgical instruments 
and a prescription book which bore the 
doctor's name, and they as well as every 
article of outward clothing were recog- 
nized by the Conklius and a dozen 
other friends as the property of the 
murdered physician. 


The most damning of all circum- 


stances for the prisoner is the fact that 
all this was found only one block from 
the spot where the bloody trunk was 
discovered. 


The discovery of the clothing and in- 


struments rather knocks the theories 
clustering around the heavy tin bos) 
which Burke took to Tin-Smith Klaher 
and which was to be soldered together. 
It is possible that the clothes came back 
from Winnipeg and were put in the 
manhole to give the lie to the legiti- 
mate inferences following Bnrke'e tin 
box, but this is hardly probable. 
What 


did Burke have in the bos ? 


If the secrets of the manhole had been 


revealed after May 4th and before the 
body was found, the evidence would 
have been of the greatest value. 
At 


present the clothing is not needed as 
evidence. 


Whatever effect this latest develop- 


ment in the Crouin case may have, it 
will certainly prove beyond all doubt 
that Dr. Cronin fell beneath the blows 
of brutal and cowardly assassins. 


When the Cronin case was called this 


morning Judge MeConnell's court room 
resembled the dress circle of a theatre. 
More than half the audience were wo- 
men and closest attention was paid to 
the proceedings. 
Gerhard Wardell, a 


gardener at 1929 North Ashland avenue 
was the first witness called. In reply to 
Mr. Mills' question, Wardell testified 
that on Saturday, May 4, he left his 
home about 7 o'clock iu the evening and 
he saw two men enter the Cronin cot- 
tage. One was a large man, about live 
feet, eleven inches; the other was about 
five feet, seven inches high. Witness 
saw them plainly when they entered the 
cottage and saw a light inside, through 
one of the shutters. 


Next day witness ami his wife passed 


the cottage on the way to mass, and 
witness saw blood on the steps and on 
the plank walk over the ditch' iu front 
of the house. The cross-examination 
by the defense was brief and nothing 
new was brought.

A few days ago a well dressed gentle- 


man approached Marshal Bosebrough, 
at Huntington,and introduced himself as 
"Jim." He stated that he was a gov- 
ernment detective, with headquarters at 
Indianapolis, and that he had come for 
the purpose of looking up some coun- 
terfeit money that had been passed. He 
had a pocketful of memorandas and 
pointers and was evidently full of busi- 
ness. He said that he had captured 
twenty-four members of a dangerous 
gang of counterfeiters who had been 
operating in this section and that every 
one had been sent to prison for one 
year each, but that their time had ex- 
pired and they were engaged in their 
unlawful 
business 
again. 
He 


also said that he was collecting evi- 
dence 
which would 
send 
some 


others up. The fruits of his research 
showed that on the 20th of last April 
two men came to the Grand View hotel 
and registered fictitious names, had 
plenty of money but only stayed a short 
time. They succeeded in passing five 
ten dollar bills to different business 
men, and would, no doubt, have passed 
more had not one of their victims dis- 
covered the swindle only too late to 
help himself. They then left for this 
city where they reaped a rich harvest. 
One of the men has been arrested and 
made a confession implicating his pait- 
ner, giving a complete account of all 
their transaction in this city. Tho de- 
tectives could find none of the bogus 
bills, however, so they were evidently 
all passed out again. He found over 
two hundred dollars of the stuff in Forl 
Wayne. 


The gang was broken up by the offi- 


cers at one time but they could never 
succeed in capturing the man who had 
the plates. They located him in Day- 
ton, Ohio, but ho has successfully 
evaded running against the detectives. 
Since those convicted have been re- 
leased from the penitentiary they have: 


been doing a land office- -business,* over' 
two hundred thousand dollars having 
been passed. 


Their money is all ten dollar bills—of 


the form known as the "Webster ten." 
The principal feature about them is the 
difference in the letter "W" in the word 
Washington on the front of tho bill. It 
is easy to detect. 


The detective was a pleasant but very 


reticent fellow and would give no other 
name than "Jim." He was only here a 
short time and when he left did not tell 
his destination.

He is one 


of the largi'it ssurians in the State, 
bei'ig fourtoen f< et six inches in length, 
while the largest alligator on the St. 
J.'hn's Ili-or <>[ which any reliable ac- 
count can be had is but sixteen feet in 
leng'ih. l)unn"s Creek, Bob's home, is 
one of Use most beautiful of Florida 
stream-!. 
It is twenty-two miles in 


length and is very deep, being the out- 
let from Crescent Lako into the St. 
John's llivcr. It is a very crooked 
stream, a;id is so narrow that in places 
the boat will scrape the banks. It is 
lined with evergreens, which meet over- 
head, forming a leafy bower that is de- 
lightful to the lover of the picturesque. 
The windings are very abrupt at times 
and navigation is exceedingly difficult. 
The steamer Georgia, Capt. Bright 
commanding, is the only boat now ply- 
ing its waters. In one ef the shortest 
of the many bend-s in Dunn's Creek Bob 
has had his home for many years, al- 
ways laying on the same log, and so 
close to the log that passengers can 
reach him with an oar. Alligators usu- 
ally become frightened and roll off from 
the logs into the water at the approach 
of a boat, but Bob is used to it, and ap- 
pears to wait for the boat to come. 
Every day for ten years he has been 
seen on the same log, and as the boat 
approaches he slightly turns his head, 
as though he were waiting for the pas- 
sengers to begin to shoot at him, which 
they invariably do.

He is a certain landmark, 
and passengers who are acquainted 
with the stream will ask "How many 
miles are we from Bob?'' in order to as- 
certain their whereabouts. 


The log upon which he-lies has be- 


come known as Bob's log, and some 
facetious passengers have made up peti- 
tions to have a postoffice established 
there and Bob appointed as postmaster, 
giving him as a surname that of the man 
after whom the creek is called. Several 
petitions, it is said, have been prepared, 
but so lar as heard from none have been 
presented to the department; but if 
"Bob's Lauding, Bob Dunn, postmas- 
ter," is ever put in the "Postal Guide" 
it can be known that no one lives there 
and the postmaster is a huge 'gator. 


Bob's home is the half-way point be- 


tween Crescent Lake and St. John's 
Eiver, and visitors to Florida should not 
fail to see him. Capt. Bright states 
that if they ever run short of ammuni- 
tion they will catch Bob and take the 
bullets out of his back, where enough 
to stock a small store must be imbedded.

wiser to deplore the fate or the folly of 
the man who pays at the rate of a mill- 
ion dollars a square mile for raw prai- 
rie land near the capital of any farming 
state. 


Locating a State capital at a town 


adds but little to the permanent value 
of land in the vicinity. 
Farming land 


within a mile of Augusta, Concord, 
Montpelier, Annapolis, Raliegh, Co- 
lumbia, Tallahasee, Jackson or Austin 
can be bought from $50 to $100 per 
acre, and the purchaser would find it 
difficult to sell it for as much as he 
gave. 
Real estate at Lansing is worth 


less than at Grand Rapids, less at 
Springfield than at Peoria, less at 
Jefferson than at Kansas City. A State 
House does not furnish employment to 
many people or do much to increase 
trade. 
It enables a few, hotel and 


boarding-house people to get a living, 
and that is about all the advantage it 
confers on a place. 
For making a 


lively and prosperous town one good 
manufacturing establishment is worth 
more than a State 
house, lunatic 


asylum, infirmary for the blind, reform 
school and retreat for the 
feeble- 


minded. 
The location of a State capi- 


tal has killed as many towns as it has 
made. It has done this by inflating the 
prices of real estate so that manufac- 
turers would not 
establish 
works i 


there. A few states have selected their ! 
largest towns fcr capitals, but towns 
have generally been selected for the 
reason that they were central. 
Indian- 


apolis and 
Lincoln are prosperous 


places, not because the3* are state capi- 
tals, but for the reason that they are 
railway centers.

The 
Eoly Father baa no absolute need for 
extensive territory wherein to wield the 
power and exercieo the rule of an earthly 
kingdom. Tbe transfer of those states 
that constitnte the temporal possessions 
of tbe church from the control of tho 
papacy to that of the secular power o: 
Italy, cannot IHJ regarded as a dcpriva 
lion affvctiog the spiritual interests o 
the Catholic world. It was never con 
templated that the maintenance of the 
papacy was to depend upon the revenues 
derived from temporal possessions of 
any kind. It is tho business and duty 
of the Catholics of tho worM to properly 
support and maintain such a syitem as 
is necessary to carry on tbe government 
uf tho church. Tho perpetuity of tbe 
church's mission does not invoke tbe 
posPCfBioii of temporal power in its old 
sense. Bnt whil« Catholics do demand 
that thr soverign pontiff shall enjoy ab- 
solute freedom in exerciae of his spirit- 
ual authority, ho mnst not l>e oubjoct to 
any secular power, nor dependent upon 
any.11

He was the democratic candidate for 
congress in 1872 against Carpet-bagger 
Btowell, was presidential elector for 
Seymour, was democratic nominee for 
attorney-general on tho Daniel ticket in 
1881, when Mahone swept the state, and 
in every state and national canvass has 
gone to tpeak wherever those in com- 
mand though he was most needed. He 
was a delegate to the Chicago convention 
in 1S84. and to St. Louis in 1888. Oapt. 
McKinney is a man of splendid ability, 
which IB racogiiized wherever he is per- 
sonally known, and of high character.
